WANTS ACTION 
A D esert Sun reporter informed 
the G overnor that a group of his 
supporters 
in 
his 
hom e 
state 
couldn't quite console them selves 
w ith the dripping, w et condition 
of their state with the sunshining 
warble of the G overnor’s voice 
from Palm Springs via the radio 
The message, which w as tele­ 
phoned 
from 
A lexandria, 
La., 
came from W. N. G rem illion, who 
said he was in the paint business 
there. He w anted to know what 
in the h — the G overnor was do­ 
ing basking in the sunshine of 
Palm Springs w hen he should be 
at home doing som ething abouf 
the rain. 
BURNS UP WIRES 
W hat G rem illion really called 
for was to pave the w ay for a 
sizzling telegram which w as then 
on its w ay to the Governor, read­ 
ing: 
“As G overnor of Louisiana, it 
is your duty to rem ain in Louisi­ 
ana and act as Governor, not as 
a crooner.” 
It was signed, G rem illion said, 
by the “Citizens 
of 
Avoyelles 
Parish.” 
Stepping down off the band­ 
stand in the dining room of the 
Colonial House, 
whose 
patrons 
w ere just getting w arm ed up to 
the singing of “You Are My Sun­ 
shine,” 
the 
G overnor 
quickly 
drafted a reply for his constitu­ 
ents, expected to assuage their 
“dripping like a w et hen” anger.

“Tell Mr. G rem illion and his 
good friends, that the m ore I go 
around, I find that there is a lot 
of sunshine in Louisiana even on 
a rainy day.”

The similarity of names of Gov­ 
ernor Davis and Wilbur Davis, 
manager of the Colonial House, 
prompted the latter to ask about 
the state executive's antecedants. 
As a result, it was found that 
both hail from farmer stock, Wil­ 
bur as a Yankee from the New 
England states and the Governor 
from down below the Mason Dix­ 
on line. 
Among other things, it was 
learned that the governor is a 
teetotaler—he never drinks any­ 
thing stronger than milk and it 
has to be goats’ milk at that. Fur­ 
ther, the singing politician re­ 
cited for those at his table, under 
the prompting of Wilbur Davis, 
how he entered Louisiana politics 
MORE MONEY IN IT 
Frankly, the Governor said he 
was attracted to politics because 
the office he first attained as po­ 
lice commissioner paid 
more 
money than that as teacher of 
social sciences. When he was 
asked to run for governor of his 
state, he declared he was actu­ 
ally frightened. He toyed with the 
suggestion for some time before 
he finally consented. The story of 
his successful campaign, during 
which he busted the strong Huey 
Long political machine, is now 
past history. 
About farming, and that is the 
Governor's first love, he said he 
could write a book on one-horse 
farming, but when it came to 
plantations, he was lost. 
“Every man should have a 
farm,” said the man who rose 
from one-horse farming to the 
governorship of Louisiana. "I 
mean every city man should par­ 
ticularly own a farm so that if 
conditions broke badly for him in 
business he could always fall 
back to the farm.” 
He is staying at the Lone Palm 
hotel here, which he jokingly 
called the "Lone Wolf" on several 
occasions. He intends to rest here 
for a few days and then return 
to Los Angeles. 
Press reports from Los Angeles 
indicated that the Governor had 
shipped to him there, many 
pounds of prawns, or jumbo 
shrimp. When asked why he did­ 
n't have some of them here for 
the citizens of Palm Springs, he 
said:“I realized I made a mistake in 
not bringing some here, but I am 
saving the biggest of them for the 
best town in Southern California 
—Palm Springs.” 
He added that he came to this 
town for sunshine and rest and 
to bring some good food to Cali­ 
fornia—Louisiana shrimp.

And Employment 


Palm Springs’ 
share 
of the 
$90,400,000 “construction and em ­ 
ploym ent act,” just passed by the 
legislature over Gov. Earl W ar­ 
ren's veto, w ill be $30,778, ac­ 
cording to the California T ax­ 
payers' association analysis. The 
entire county's share is $992,000 
The new legislation appropri­ 
ates $90,400,000, with $400,000 go ­ 
ing for state adm inistration, $45,­ 
000,000 to counties, and $45,000,­ 
000 to cities. It requires that on 
any construction there must be 
a "state” interest and that local 
agencies m ust 
provide 
50 per 
cent of the actual cost of any 
project, except for county road 
and highw ay projects, in which 
case the state may aid up to $75,­ 
000 in the 
aggregate 
for any 
county. Any other federal, state 
or local monies available may be 
used to m eet the m atching re ­ 
quirem ent.

Of the $45,000,000 for coun­ 
ties, one-third is set up for road 
and highway purposes in unin­

Interesting Hike 
Taken by Forty to 
Dripping Springs 


With Winfield Line acting as 
guide, m ore than forty persons 
took part in the Desert Museum- 
sponsored nature walk to Drip­ 
ping Springs Canyon last Satur­ 
day 
afternoon. 
Parking 
their 
cars just below the bench at 
Palm Canyon, the group assem­ 
bled and started 
up 
the well- 
marked trail. 
In the canyon, locally called 
W entworth 
Canyon, the party 
split into two halves, those with­ 
out rubber-soled shoes taking the 
trail to the right up over the 
ridge, while the others continued 
on up the canyon floor itself. 
This was 
necessary 
since the 
canyon trail involves traversing 
several granite rock faces and 
narrow 
ledges, 
where 
a 
slip 
would m ean a plunge of a hun­ 
dred feet. 
THROUGH TUNNEL 
A 
falls 
and 
a 
tunnel 
cut 
through 
a 
hundred 
yards 
of 
dense arrow-weed were passed 
before the goal Dripping Springs 
was reached. Here, on the south 
side of the 
canyon, 
the bank 
overhangs 
several 
feet. 
It 
is 
thickly covered with a mass of 
maidenhair fern, from which, all 
along its 
extent, 
spring water 
seeps out and forms a dripping 
curtain of water. 
Two desert quail were flushed 
from the brush on the way up, 
and coming back the party was 
treated to the beautiful descend­ 
ing thrill of the canyon w ren’s 
song, described 
by 
many bird 
students as one of the most m u­ 
sical of all bird songs. A dead 
spiny pocket-mouse was found 
alongside 
the 
trail, 
cause 
of 
death unknown: its little cheek- 
pouches w ere crammed full of 
wild seeds which it had evident­ 
ly been gathering when killed. 
FIND NEW PLANT 
A new plant to the hikers was 
the Desert Roek-Pea, which was 
in full bloom. Its flower looks 
much like a snapdragon and is 
bright yellow in color. Scientif­ 
ically it is known as lotus rigi- 
dus.This week’s trip is to the Sal­ 
tón Sea area, and will include 
stops to 
see 
Vermillion 
Fly­ 
catchers, 
a trip through Box 
Canyon, and a 
hike to Sheep 
Hole Palms, Hidden Springs and 
Grotto Canyon. It will be an all­ 
day trip.

THE STORY OF THE 
SALTON SEA—(Part One) 


Most visitors to the Colorado 
D esert find it hard to believe 
that the Saltón Sea has not al­ 
w ays been in the low basin it 
now occupies: the Saltón Sink, 
some 238 feet below sea-level. 
These same people are usually 
surprised to learn, too, that the 
Saltón Sea was actually made by 
m an w ithin very recent times, 
the result of tam pering with N a­ 
ture. 
The Saltón Sink is about 8,000 
square miles in area, only one- 
fourth of which is above sea- 
level. It has had a very interest­ 
ing history, being at one remote 
period an extension of the Gulf 
of California, 
then 
later filled 
w ith an ancient fresh-w ater lake 
called Lake 
Cahuilla 
or Blake 
Sea, the beach terraces of which 
can still be seen high on the en­ 
compassing 
mountains. 
A fter 
L ake 
C ahuilla 
evaporated, 
it 
persisted as a low elongate basin 
or' trough, arid in nature, prob­ 
ably much like the present Mu- 
roc D ry L ake region on the Mo­ 
jave desert. 
In isolating this inland basin 
from the G ulf of California, the 
Colorado river built up a huge 
river delta across the extension, 
form ing a low dam only a few 
feet above sea-level. In periods 
long past it would flow first on 
one side of the delta and then 
the other, into this basin or the 
Gulf, as the case might be. How­ 
ever, it soon became more or 
less stabilized 
and 
the regular 
channel spilled over to the south 
of the delta, down into the Gulf. 
The old dry river beds on the 
north side, 
em ptying 
into the 
Saltón Sink, still remained as 
brush-choked 
eroded 
washes,

THE ALAMO RIVER 


In order to best understand the 
story of the 
form ation 
of the 
present Saltón Sea, it is first ne­ 
cessary to visualize the geography 
of the region. The Colorado riv­ 
er flows southw ard as the boun­ 
dary between the states of Cali­ 
fornia 
and 
Arizona, 
and just 
south of Yuma, it enters Mexi­ 
co, where it separates the two 
Mexican states 
of 
Sonora and 
Baja California. 
Eventually it 
em pties into the Gulf of Califor­ 
nia, about fifty miles below the 
Arizona line. 
To the north of 
Yuma enters the Gila river of 
Arizona, draining a widespread 
hinterland and forming one of 
the main tributaries of the Colo­ 
rado river. The Gila later played 
a m ajor role in the form ing of 
the Saltón Sea. 
The two rivers 
that had the 
most im portant parts in the d ra­ 
ma, however, 
were 
the Alamo 
and the New rivers. On old maps 
you may see the Alamo listed as 
the Saltón river. N either river is 
a river in the true sense of the 
word: rather are they arroyos, 
or w hat the Africans term w ad­ 
is, dry river beds th at contain 
w ater only as overflow from a 
regular channel. 
The Alamo river bed branches 
off from the Colorado ju st below 
Yuma, and parallels the Interna­ 
tional Boundary in a circuitous 
route, turning north into the Sal­ 
tón Sink just a few miles east of 
Calexico and Mexicali. 
W hen 
the Im perial Canal was built, it 
was dug adjacent to the Alamo, 
but wholly 
in 
California and 
connected w ith the river w hen it 
ran in Mexico 
by 
a series of 
short diversion canals at inter­ 
vals along its length. 


THE NEW RIVER 


For about fifteen m iles south 
of Yuma 
the 
Colorado flows 
nearly due south, forming a n at­ 
ural boundary betw een Arizona 
and Sonora. Then it veers to the 
southwest, m arking the line be­ 
tw een Sonora and Baja Califor­ 
nia, and em ptying at th at tim e 
into a large 
irregular 
shallow 
lake region called Volcano Lake, 
only 28 feet above sea-level. This 
Volcano Lake 
has 
since been 
filled with silt washed into it 
and exists 
only 
as a m arshy 
area, with the Colorado proper 
now 
taking 
a 
short-cut 
and 
avoiding it completely. B ut prior 
to 1900, Volcano Lake w as th e 
catch-basin of th e Colorado. 
Emptying out of Volcano Lake 
to the south in its main channel 
was the continuance of the Colo­ 
rado, called 
H ardy’s Colorado 
from that point until it reached 
the Gulf fifty miles to the south. 
Running northw ard 
from this 
lake was an old rived-bed, the 
New river, w hich was filled only 
when there was too much w ater 
pouring into Volcano Lake to be 
carried off by H ardy’s Colorado. 
This New river crossed into Cal­ 
ifornia just w est of Calexico and 
Mexicali, roughly paralleling the 
Alamo river bed, and emptied 
into the Saltón Sink a short dis­ 
tance from it. 
It w ill be seen that the Saltón 
Sink, then, could receive w ater 
from the south by two rivers: the 
Alamo direct from the Colorado 
and the New via Volcano Lake. 
N atural floodings did occur on 
these two channels from tim e to 
time, forming a small ephem eral 
lake in the Saltón Sink basin. 
For instance, a lake was formed 
there during 
the 
years 184U, 
1842 1852. 1859, 1862, 1867, 1890 
and 1891. The 
l a r g e s t of these 
natural lakes occurred in 1891, a 
preview of 
the 
Saltón Sea to 
come, but it soon evaporated. 


SETTLERS COMING IN 


About this tim e the richness of 
the silt which had been washed 
into the Saltón Sink w as being 
discovered by th e early pioneers, 
and more and more settlers be­ 
gan to drift into the region, in­ 
dent 
upon 
farm ing 
All 
they 
needed was w ater to m ake the 
whole spot a desert oasis. Back­ 
ed bv George Chaffey, who also 
was instrum ental in the f o u l ­ 
ing of the 
city 
of Ontario, 40 
miles east of Los Angeles 
a 
company was formed. 
It was 
called the Im perial Land com­ 
pany. and the southern portion 
of the desert basin w as chris­ 
tened Im perial Valley. The m a‘" 
goal of 
this 
company was to 
seek 
out 
all 
available 
w ater 
sources which m ight be utilized 
for irrigation purposes. 
It was only natural th at they 
would investigate the still exist­ 
ent Alamo 
river 
bed, and m 
1900 they had cleared out tne 
channel and diverted some of 
the w ater of th e Colorado river 
into it, so that by .1901 w ater _was 
actually flowing mto th e Saltón 
basin at a regular rate. The Im 
perial Canal, as the upper por­ 
tion of the Alamo w as called, 
was at last functioning. In order 
to ensure adequate flow, a larg­ 
er opening was m ade betw een 
the river and 
canal 
]ust four 
miles below th e border 
This 
new est cutting 
was 
3,300 feet 
long, 50 feet in w idth, and six

No head-gate w as con­ 
structed

R egim ent­ 
ed during the y ears of th e war, 
forced to

forms, he is unconsciously lean­ 
ing tow ard inform ality in wear.

On the whole, he 
said, the OPA works fairly well, 
and if it w ere abolished, this 
country would surely see infla­ 
tion.

D oniger 
opined, "T rum an has to m ake up 
his m ind as to a definite program 
for the clothing industry. The ad ­ 
m inistration w on’t take a solid 
stand, and th e m anufacturer is 
uncertain. Once a program is de­ 
cided on as to production, m ate­ 
rials and 
price, 
there m ay be 
some chaos in th e industry due to 
adjustm ent. 
H owever,” Doniger 
added, “any person or industry 
can adjust them selves in tim e to 
any given program .” 
Doniger, w ho is past seventy, 
recalled how he first founded the 
M cGregor 
corporation 
back in 
1923. In retirem ent and ad m it­ 
tedly a w ealthy man, he w anted 
his sons, David, now vice-presi­ 
dent, and H arry, treasurer, to go 
into business. 
RECALLS START 
“I started th e concern w ith a 
few thousand dollars,” 
he 
re ­ 
called. “And th a t old adage th a t 
‘money comes to money' was tru e 
in my case. The business began to 
leap 
forw ard.” 
Here 
Doniger 
laughed. “It began to take on th e 
form of an interesting adventure. 
I put some m ore money into the 
business as it grew. Finally we 
began to spread 
all 
over 
the 
world w ith offices in every p rin ­ 
cipal city in the w orld.” 
At the start, his company stuck 
to one policy, D oniger said, and 
that was service and an interest 
in the consum er. In this he point­ 
ed out, every item his corpora­ 
tion m anufactured was pre-priced 
at the plant for retail consum p­ 
tion. No retail outlet was allow ed 
to put any arbitrary price on M c­ 
G regor m erchandise. In this w ay 
profits w ere controlled. 
NOT INTERESTED 
“We have never been in te r­ 
ested in exorbitant profits,” d e ­ 
clared D oniger, “and in this strict 
adherancc to policy 
I attribute 
the success of the organization. 
W ithout a doubt, my company 
can produce a million dollars a 
year in clothing right now bu t 
we are not interested.” 
However, another side to the 
phenom enal success of Doniger 
came to light during the course 
of his interview w ith a D esert 
Sun reporter. V isiting him at th e 
Lone Palm w as Joe M cNamara, 
buyer for m en’s apparel for all of 
th e May C om pany stores. 
"Doniger has w hat is known in 
the retail world, a ‘nose for m er­ 
chandise’,” 
M cNam ara asserted. 
"I rem em ber years ago when he 
brought a line of gaily colored 
m ufflers for m e to buy. It was the 
first tim e I had ever seen an y ­ 
thing like them on the A m erican 
m arket. B ut I knew Doniger had 
som ething in them and 1 bought. 
I had to buy m ore and more of 
them to m eet the demand. His 
company has been a pioneer in 
m any item s of m en’s clothing and 
they have been good sellers. 
Talking about Palm Springs, 
the president of McGregors said 
th at if the V illage had nothing 
else, it has the m ost m agnificent 
clim ate in the country. Staying 
w ith him at the Lone Palm is his 
wife and he cailed the surround- 
*nB° m ere the m ost peaceful and 
friendly he has ever experienced 
at a resort hotel. Joining him and 
his wife there this week, will be

H arry, and his wife, for a 10-day 
stay.

OPA Folly

There is wisdom in the state­ 
ment of Congressman Ben Jen­ 
sen, Iowa: “The OPA must be 
stopped before the OPA stops 
America." 
While Chester Bowles, aided 
and abetted by the Truman Ad­ 
ministration, fights to strangle 
American business for another 
year, our national economy which 
should have been permitted to 
expand normally and substanti­ 
ally since V-J day, remains in a 
hopelessly mired state. And there 
it will stay unless Congress or­ 
ders a complete hands-off by the 
bungling OPA czars whose pri­ 
mary purpose it seems, is to force 
private operators out of business. 
On the subject of lumber, every 
building contractor should read 
the facts and figures revealed by 
California’s U.S. Senator William 
Knowland and printed in the 
Congressional Record, February 8 
—page 1186. He submitted a re­ 
lease from the Civilian Produc­ 
tion Administration which states 
that the Truman Administration 
has authorized the exportation of 
225,000,000 board feet of lumber 
from the United States during the 
first quarter of 1946. 
LUMBER EXPORTED 
"At that rate,” Senator Know­ 
land said to his colleagues in the 
Senate, “during the four quarters 
of the year more than 1,000,000,­ 
000 feet of lumber will be ex­ 
ported during a time when a crit­ 
ical housing shortage exists from 
one end of the country to another. 
The difficulty lies in the fact that 
the Administration has permitted 
to be charged an excess of $7.50 
per thousand feet over the price 
which the producer can obtain- 
from the domestic purchaser. I 
think the Administration should 
take immediate cognizance of the 
situation, and before coming to 
Congress and suggesting other 
remedies, 
it 
should 
forthwith 
bring to a stop this exportation of 
lumber.” 
In the same Congressional Rec­ 
ord, February 8—page A 629, 
Congressman Raymond S. Spring­ 
er of Indiana gives a report on 
building 
material 
exports 
to 
South America. Speaking of Ca­ 
racas, Venezuela, Mr. Springer 
stated that trucks entering the 
city are loaded with building ma­ 
terials and the ports are crowded 
with American ships loaded with 
construction steel, cement, lum­ 
ber and other essential commodi­ 
ties. The South American coun­ 
tries were not engaged in the late 
war and did not suffer from in­ 
vasion or the ravages of war. Yet, 
they are going ahead with a gi­ 
gantic building program, thanks 
to the OPA czars.

Tax Exemptions 
Become Effective 
For First Time 


Tax 
exemption 
for 
certain 
charitable, religious and hospital 
organizations will become effec­ 
tive for the first time this year, 
according 
to 
County 
Assessor 
Frank Burchfield. By vote of the 
people the exemption clause ir, 
the California State Constitu­ 
tion was 
amended 
to include 
property used exclusively for re­ 
ligious, 
hospital 
or 
charitable 
purposes and owned by Commu­ 
nity Chests, funds, foundations 
or corporations organized for re­ 
ligious, 
hospital or 
charitable 
purposes, 
not 
conducted 
for 
profit and no part of the net 
earnings of which inures to the 
benefit of 
any 
private share­ 
holder or individual. 
“It should be noted, however,” 
Burchfield states, “that the ex­ 
emption is 
not automatic, and 
can only be allowed upon the 
filing of a claim together with 
certain information 
relative to 
the property, its use and own 
ership. Claims must be filed with 
the assessor between the first 
Monday in March and April 1 
each year. The claim must not 
only be approved by the asses­ 
sor but also by the State Board 
of Equalization which has the 
authority to recommend allow­ 
ance or denial 
of 
the exemp­ 
tion. 
“Due to the technical nature 
of some of the information re­ 
quired, it is suggested that or­ 
ganizations 
requesting 
exemp­ 
tion secure the necessary forms 
at once. 
Worksheet forms are 
now available at our office and 
will be furnished upon request. 
“In addition to the above-nam­ 
ed organizations,” 
the assessor 
continued, “the 
legislature also 
added Section 215 to the Rev­ 
enue and 
Taxation 
Code, ex­ 
empting the property of veter­ 
ans’ organizations 
which have 
been chartered by the Congress 
of the United States, and which 
can meet the qualifications re­ 
quired by the statute.”
